RUTHERFORDS TO AMERICA 


It is claimed that HENRY RUTHERFORD, was the first of the name to 
come to Americae His ancestry is not certain. He settled in New Haven, Conn. 
about 1641. He and his wife, SARAH, whose surname is not known, had two 
daughters, MARY & SARAH. Have no further history of this family. 

According to the best information I can obtain from Ancient History and by 
talking with people who trace their ancestry back to Scotland, it was about 
1740 to 1750 that there was a great influx of Scots into America. Al large 
majority of them were of the Presbyterian faith and had a burning desire to 
read and interpret the Bible according to the light of their own knowledge. 

It was about this time the Scots were required to subscribe to the Church of 
England, but many of them rather than repudiate their own faith by subscribing 
to something contrary to their brlief, preferred to give up their mother country 
and emigrate to the land of America, where they wouhd have the privilege of 
serving God according to the dictates of their own conscience. 

THOMAS & WILLIAM 0., sons of SIR JOHN RUTHERFORD & ELIZABETH RUTHERFORD, 
came to America in 1746 and will be referred to again later. 

WALTER RUTHERFORD, son of SIR JOHN & ELIZABETH RUTHERFORD, joined the British 
Army when only fifteen years of ages In 1756 he was sent to AMERICA to aid in 
the French & Indian Wars. He was a very gallant man and had the rank of MAJOR 
in the Royal American Regiment. While stationed in 1758, he married the Widow 
Catherine (nee Alewander) Parker. To this union were born threechildren: VIZ: 
JOHN: JAMES ALEXANDER RUTHERFORD: & MARY. 

' This JOHN, son of WALTER, married HELLEN MORRIS, daughter of Louis Morris, 
who Was a Signer of the Declaration of Independence. They were early settlers 
of New Jersey. This John was sixteen in descent from HUGO de RUTHERFORD, a 
Scottish Baron, 1215. 

JAMES ALEXANDER RUTHERFORD, died while young. 

MARY RUTHERFORD, it is believed married GENERAL MATTHEW CLARKSON, of the 
REVOLUTIONARY FORCES. 

John Rutherford abrother of Walter, came to America and fought in the FRENCH 
& INDIAN WARS. He also had the rank of MAJOR,: was killed in the Battle of Ti- 
conieroga, 1758. His wife ELEANOR, daughter of SIR GILBERT ELLIOTT, and their 
children are believed to have returned to England. 

ROBERT, 4th son of SIR JOHN & ELIZABETH RUTHERFORD, of Edgerston, Scotland, 
was created BARON of RUSSIA, by CATHERINE II, in 1768, which by charter under 
her own hand and seal conferred upon him and his posterity the dignity honor of 
Baron of Russia and adding the Family Motto; "Nec Sorte Nec Fato." meaning "Neither 
by Chance Nor by Fats." andpresented him with a magnificient Snuff Box set with 
Diamonds & Rubies. 

NOW back to THOMAS & WILLIAM 0. RUTEERFORD, who came over in 1746, stopped 
one year in Pennsylvania, went from there to GOOCHLAND COUNTY, VA. At that time 
Humphrey Parish, a sturdy old Irish Patriot, his wife Mary, and their Children 
were among the most prominent families on Goochland Co. They were realted to 
Patrick Henry, that famous and fiery orator who held the world spellbound with 
his Irish wit and masterly oratory. It was because of the principles he advocated, 
his honesty, integrity and his tireless efforts for the freedom of yojng America 
that he was elected Gov. of Virginia five times and declined an commission under 
George Washington as Secretary of State. 

Humphrey Parish and wife Mary, had the follwing children, Davic, Joel, Aaron, 
Booker, Moses, and USUALA. 

William 0. Rutherford, won the ksakd heart and hand of Usula. They were 
married about 1750. These were my great, great grandparents. Their children

Polly married Dr. Burris. He was quite a well to do. Was a big land owner and 
owned quite a good many slaves. They lived in Tenn. Have no record of their 
family. 

Anne Hamilton, married first Dr. Wilson. He died leaving her with one child 
a boy. He was christened John. After receiving his education he studied law. 
Was admitted to the bar. Was killed during young manhood in a pistol fight with 
his partner. Her second marriage was to Daniel Aston. Some few years after they 
were married, he and some other parites were out night hunting. The dogs treed 
a.coon; they cut the tree down and when it fell, he ran to see the fight between 
the dogs and coon and as he ran, a limb fell on him and killed him. She was left 
this time with two boys, CHARLES & RICHARD. During slavery time they always had 
a negro nurse for the babies. Richard's nurse let him fall off her knee and 
as he fell, she caught him by the foot and wrenched his leg in such a way that 
he was crippled, going on a crutch the balance of f#his life. 

Both Charles and Richard were well educated. Both raised familes and were 
quité prominet in the affairs of their respective communities. 

Her third marriage was to Nathaniel Gordon. They had two girls, Cassie and 
Delight. She was left a widow again and was making her home with her son, Charles 
Aston, at Hickory Flat, Benton County Miss. when she died in the year 1878, being 
eighty five years old. 

Great grandfather Samuel Rutherford, moved from Goochland Co. Va. to the 
SOUTHERN part of ALABAMA, in 1817. At least three of his children were married 
there. 

WILLIAM 0. IDL, my grandfather, married Elizabeth Isbell, in Alabama about 
1821. Their children were:

Grandfather, WILLIAM 0. RUTHERFORD, III moved to ALABAMA, to FAYETTE COUNTY, TENN. 
about 1828 and from there he moved to TIPPAH COUNTY, MISSISSIPPI, about 1834. Grand- 
mother Elizabeth Isabell Rutherford fell heir to twelve sections of land. It was 

an old North Carolina grant given for service rendered by the family during the 

Rev. War. It was to this traét of land that they moved. In some places they had 

to cut their road and build bridges across streams that they could not ford. Some 
of the hills were so steep that it was necessary to cut saplings and tie to the 
back of the wagons in order to prevent the wagons form running down hill onto the 
team too fast. There were several families in the Caravan all slave owners, and 
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it was the negroe Slaves that cut roads, built bridges, did all the rough work 
in building homes and clearing land for a farm after they had reached their destin&- 
tiong 

Grandfather Rutherford was in ill health when he moved to Miss. and when his 
case became serious, he was carried back to his old home in Tenn. for treatment am 
died there. According to his request, he was carried to his home in Miss. and 
buried on a little knoll just south of his house and afterwards it became the 
family burying ground. His tomb is like a huge marble box inverted over his 
grave and on it is the follwoing inscription: 

"In Sacred memory of WILLIAM 0. RUTHERFORD, born in Goochland Co. Va. 

Nove 9, 1795, died in Fayette County, Tenn. Oct. 22, 1839"! 

Some years after his death, grandmother married a Mr. RODEN, a Primitive 
Baptist Preacher, but when she died, she was buried by the side of her fisst 
husband. 

NANCY RUTHERFORD, married first, Mr. Ragan, second Dr. Smiths: have no record 
of her family. 

Samuel Cable, married Eliza Waldon, in Alabama, in the year 1824. Moved to 
TIPPAH COUNTY, MISS. 1826. He was a manvell above the average in Intelleét and 
was well educated. He was strong in his convictions, fair and honest in his 
dealings, took an active part in politics, and represented his Country in the 
State Senate. He was loyal to his country, loved his family, frome, and friends. 
Their children were: 

Richard, born 1825. Robert, died young; Mary, Mnma, Victoria, & Elmira. All 
the children were well educated and reflected the social dispostion of their father. 

MARY F. married JOHN HALL AITKEN (a former native of Scotland) in Alabama, in 
the year 1821. They had two children, William and Mary. Aitken died in 1827. 

CASSANDRA, married George Gray. After the death of George Gray, she married 
JERRY PICKENS. He was a substanial citizen of the opioneer family. They spent 
the remainder of their lives at the old GRAY HOMESTEAD. Cassanda & George GRAY 
moved from Tenn. to Miss. at the same time ee her brother, WILLIAM O. RUTHERFORD 
moved. After reaching Tippah Countyxkerxkuxhkery they came to a beautiful little 
stream with its waters as clear as Crystal and the land fertile and the lay of 
the country caught the fancy of their eyes: so they stopped and built their home. 
The little stream has ever since been known as GRAY'S CREEK. They had six child- 
ren; 3 boys; TOM: IKE: & GEORGE: & 3 girls: FRANCIS: WILLIE; FANNIE. Casanda was 
a woman of great determination and will power. Before the Civil War while she 
was a Widow, they made a failure on a CORN CRIP, in that part of the country. 
There was a bountiful supply of corn raised on the Aberdeen prairie, a few 
counties to the south west. She had her negro slaves to hitch six mules to 
three wagons and she started with them to the prairie after corn. It was nearly 
night when they reached the TOMBIGBEE RIVER BOTIM. They crossed what they 
thought was the main channel of the river and camped for the night. There had 
been big rains up the river and late in the night the waters began to overflow 
their Camp ground. They hitched up and strted on and soon came to the main 
Channel of the river and there they. ere hemmed in on borth front and Back. 

She made the negroes cut t# trees so they would lodge against other trees. Then 
they climbed up those inclined logs and stayed there the remainder of the night. 
After daylight they screamed & hollored until they attracted parties on the 
shore who came in boats and @arried them to safety. The six mules drowned. 

After the death of John Hall Atkins, his wife, Mary F., and her two children 
moved with her fether, SAMUEL RUTHERFORD, from ALABAMA to Hardeman Co. Tenn. 
Samuel Rutherford died there in 1839. The business transactions of the ad- 
ministrator of his estate are reforded in the county clerks office in the Court 
house at Boliver, Tenn. The following are a few of the things mentioned by the 
Administrator of his estate; 11 wine glasses, 1 pr. boot hooks, & negores, 1 loom, — 
3 spinning wheels, and 3 pair cards, with the cards cotton was made into rolls, 
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with the spinning wheels the rolls were spin into thread, and with the loom 
the thread was woven into cloth which wes made into clothing and so forth. 
Wool sheared from their sheep could be made into clothing by the same pro- 
cess. This kind of work was usually a rainy day job for the negro women; 
however, most all the lend-ladies could do work of this kind and were not 
afraid to do it. Now back to grandfather, William 0. Family. 


SUSAN ANNE, horn 1822, was a woman of many noble treits of character, she 

married James R. Thompson. She was a loving wife and devoted mother. The 

days were never too hot nor too cold, nor the nights too dark to prevent her 
visiting the sick and ministering to their needs. She was universally loved 

by all her associates. Her husband was a man of great energy, a properous 

farmer, lived close to nature, was unpretentious, was loyal to his family and 
friends and a good neighbor. They raised a large family. Their children: 

Felicia Thompson; William, Bettie, John, George, Ben Zlla, Susan, Loss Anne, 

& James 2. Jr. They were all honorable upright citizens that any community 

could justly be proud of. 

Benjamin B., born 1825, married AFRONIA GRACE, was a sturdy citizen of undanuted 
courage, Well educated, took an active part in the progress of his Community and 
kept well posted on the political issues of the day. He & Safronia had three 
children, VIZ: OWIT, AIMA, & BEITIz. While the childrenwere yet in their teens, 
he moved from Miss. to ARKANSAS, where the children would have a better opportunity 
to get a fobthold and identify themselves with the development of a new and growing 
country. 

@ILLIAM 0. EV born 1827, married Delight Gordon. ‘When twelve years old he had 
what probably now would be called infantile paralysis and was a cripple the ba- 
jance of his life. Thus being incapacitated for manual labor, he was given extra 
educational advantages and beczme a very fine scholar. He was well versed in law. 
Took considerable interest in politiés and seved his country at different times in 
respondsible positions of trust and honor. He took an active part in Chruch work 
organized a Sunday school at Flat Rock Baptist church near his home, and was its 
superintendent a number of yearsSe 

Delight was a woman of rare accomplishments. She was industrious, a splendid 
entertainer, and was a community leader among her sexe They had four boys VIZ: 
Isbell, Hamilton, Billie, & Wilson. They are all men of culture and refinement. 
They are staunch, prosperous citizens and take an active part in the progress of 
their respective communities and are held in high esteem, by a host of friends. 


GEORGE SAMUEL RUTHERFORD, (my father) born in Fayette County, Tenn. May 27, 1830, 
married Luvenia Crum, He was a great lover of nature. He enjoyed a stroll through 
the woodland and across the meadow where he could listen to the song of the birds 
and to the chatter of the squirrels and view with admiration the beautiful flowers 
éhat grew along the banks of the rippling brook. He liked all kinds of innocent 
Sport and was very fond of a chase. The yelp of a hound was music to his ear. He 
was a fine marksman and it was woe unto the wild turkey that came within the range 
of his old trusty rifle. He took greater interest in livestock, especailly the 
horse and at different times owned some very fine animals. Like his brothers, 

his negro slaves stayed with him a number of years after they had been freed and 
cultivated his farms making share crops. He was well educated and t aught school 
severl years. He enjoyed the companionship of his children and liked to entertain 
them with comic song and slight of hand tricks. He kept well posted on every 
political issure of the day. Was a splendid Bible scholar and was every ready to 
defend the doctrine of the Christian Church. When war was declared between the 
states he volunteered for service in the confederate army, was a member of Company K. 
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lOth Miss. Inf. and later joined the Cavalry. He served the General Bedford 
Forrest. Had the rank of Lieutenant - Was in some closely contested battles and 
come through without a scratch.. Afew years after mothers death death in 1887 
we all left Miss. and came to TEXAS where he died at the ripe old age of eighty 
six. He was buried in the CRYER CREEK CEMETERY, NAVARRO COUNTY, TEXAS. 
My mother, Luvenia (Crum) Rutherford, wasborn in JEFFERSON COUNTY, ALABAMA. 
Dec- 10, 1833. She and father were married Dec. 19, 1850 in Benton Co., Miss. 
She had an amiable disposition; was modest and refined. She had a good education 
and was a great speller. She could sing from memory most all the old time Hymns 
and it seems that I can almost hear her now as she softly sang, (while doing the 
chores about the house.) 

"Children of the heavenly King, 

As we journey let us sing; 

Sing our Savior's worthy praise,

Borth were very religious. Took an active part in church work; They lived to see 
all their children gpown and were well up in years at the time of their death. 
They were buried in the Pursley cemetery, Navarro Qo. Texas near Pursley Church of 
Christ, where they held their membership for many years. 

I, WILLIAM BENJAMIN RUTHERFORD, born Septl. 21, 1864, in Tippah Co. Miss, married 
Mary Ardenia Butler, daughter of C.M.(Dock)Butler & wife Benton Co. Miss. Sept. 
23, 1891. She was born April 3, 1873 in Benton Co. Miss. We came to ELLIS CO.

Quite 
a number of his descendants were men and women of prominence, culture and 
refinement, took an active part in politics and social affairs and were 
very influential in the development and progressof their country.

This family of Hethertoras’, who trace their ancestral line back to JAMES 
RITHSRFORD, who was born April 26, 1757, in Frederick County, Va. has an 
old family tradition that sometime in the ages past two young Scots came to 
America and this family descended from one of them. 
Since we have learned that THOMAS & WILLIAM O. RUTHERFORD, two young Scots, 
son of Sir John Rutherford, of Scotland, came to America in 1746 and settled 
in Virginia where Thomas married Sarah Winston and William O. married USULA 
PARISH, about 1750. 
As has already been stated, our immediate family descend from WILLIAM 0. & 
USULA. THOMAS, was sheriff of FREDERICK COUNTY, VA. 1754, just three years 
before JAMiES,was born in the same County and State. Thomas later moved to 
Burkeley Co., North Carolina and from there to Sumner Co. Tenn. We have also 
learned that James, died in XUMNER CO. TENN. Taking in consideration all these 
facts, and the further fact that there were few families by the name of RUTHER* 
FORD in AMERICA at that time, we feel particularly justifiable in coming to 
the conclusion that JAMES was a son of THOMAS & SARAH WINSTON RUTHERFORD.

H. RUTHERFORD , of New Albany, Mississippi, 
is due credit for much of the information herein given which has been gathered 
from History, Old Family Records, Genealogies, Diaries, Tombstones, Etc. by 
parties who make it a life's business to gather data for those who wish to esta- 
blish Aneestral Lines." 


SHEET #1. ORIGIN OF NAME. RUTHERFORD: By, JOHN MACLEOD, Searcher of Records, 80 
Montpelier Park, Edinburgh, Scotland. 

Many and varied are the circumstances by which our surnamesoriginated when surnames 
were first being used in Scotland, and according to information gained by searching 
through the family annals dating back through to the Crusaders the name Rutherford 
was adopted from the following circumstances. During an insurrection in Scotland, 
KING RUTHER had to flee for his safety and when he reached the River Rweed, he was 
unable to cross. A Stalwarth young man known as ROBERT (of TeViotsdale) with un- 
daunted courage and a sympathetic nature being familiar with the stream volumteered 
to carry the King across. 

After this circumstance, that particular place was called Ruther's Ford. Later, to 
show his appreciation for the assistance rendered him by this young man Robert, he 
(King Ruther) gave him a charter to a tract of land along the bank of the river at 
that place. 

Robert built a home on the land and called it RUTHER'S FORD, Pople were often dis- 
tinquished for their home and when they began using Surnames, they called themselves 
RUTHERFORD. Hence the first one of this name that we have any mention of was ROBERT 
de QUINTUS RUTHERFORD, TE Viotsdale, Scotland, A.D. 1035. 

Families of this name were to be found at early dates in the county of Roxburgh and 
in Edinburgh & Teviotsdale and were, for the most part, of the Landed Gentry and 
Nobility of Scotland. Several brances of the family were also to be found in Eng- 
land at later dates. These lines were a various times represented by the LORDS of 
RUTHERFURD, and Earls of Teviot. They have always been noted for their courage, 
ambition, loyalty, spirit of adventure and leadership. 

The reader will have to take particular notice or he will become frustrated on ac- 
count of the repetition of Christian names. The names JOHN; THOMAS: ROBERT: JAMES: 
WILLIAM: SAMUEL: RICHARD: WALTER; AND HENRY: frequently occur in most all the 
RUTHERFORD FAMILY LINES, since the day of Robert de Quintus Rutherford of TeViots- 
dale, Scotland, 1035 A.D., whose only sons were Robert & John.

Dear Sir: 

My grandfather, Robert Rutherford, was born in Greene County, Tenne in 
1798. He was married to Ann Tipton, moved to Arkansas in or about 1828, and to 
California Jn 1850. He had several brothers, Flliot, Benjamin, Samuel, James, 
Joseph, Archibald (if I recall the names aright) and but two of them remained 
in Tenne Their father was Eliot Rutherford and his wife Ruth Hayes. This first 
Elliot Rutherford had a brother John, and he or some part of his family went to 
Arkansase 

One of my uncles and two of my aunts were born in Greene County, but 
my father and the others in Arkansas. 

For a year or more I have been trying to get into communication with 
some of the family who remained, it having been cut off some time in the past. 
You will know if any of the names here mentioned are connected with your family. 
If so I want to ask a few questions about the early ones. Had I known of some 
of the name I might jee last summer have come through your country on my way 
from Washington. 

I know a good many Fv*herfords in Scotland and in Bngiand gnd have been 
at the spot on the River Tweed where this family got their name. Henry Rutherford 
of that ilk, the eldest in descent from the first of the name, now resides near 
there. 

I hope you may be able to tell me something about the old family as I 
understand the first Elliot Rutherford was a well known mane If there is any- 


thing you would like te know of them in the "old country" I will be glad to tell

Dear Sir: 

Your favor of March 10 at hand yesterday and I am well pleased to 
receive it. I think there are some names among those you mention that I have heard 
before but I cannot recall just when, and I think Palace is onee I am not Sle to 
recall just what neames I mentioned to you in my letter of Feb.16, but it will not 
take long to reproduce them. But the story of my search for relatives in Tenn. is 
rather a long one and I will not repeat it all heree 

The first of my name and family of whom I had trace was Elliot K-d 
and he must have been born about 1753. He had a brother John. He married Ruth Hayes. 
In his family there were seven sons, Elliot, Benjamin, James, Samuel, Robert, Joseph, 
Archibald. I have it from my mother that all went to Ark. except Zllict and Benjamin. 
Rovert was born in 1798 but I have no other dates of their births. He was my grand- 
father. He married Ann Tipton and moved to Arkansas about 1829, and in 1850 to 
California where all the family came. One of my uncles lives in Ark.now. My father 
John T.Rutherford,b.1831, came to Calein 1850. A few years ago I came into possession 
of a great chart of "old country" Rutherfords and on it were many who had come to 
America. It was what is usually called "family trees" ald was from a date of about 
1200 to the present. Go I began an attempt to connect my family with it, that is 
from the bottom up to ite I know Americans generally condemn that sort of thing but 
it is interesting to me. I was not long in hearing of many Rutherfords. Still I was 
not progressing so well until a friend of mine Liverpool who is Elliot R-d in the 
"Weekly Scotsman" which devotes part of its pages to such matters. Two replies 
appeared. The first by one who signed himself S. M. Sligar was plainly in errore The 
next caused us to think and involves us in a bit of historye In a duel about 1716 
George Rutherford of Fairnington, Scotland, slew his brother-in-law Haliburton. George 
and his brother David soon left for Jamaica. The reply:~ "John son of David Rutherford 
sailed from Jamaica on the ship Idonel with his wife Elizabeth Elliot R-d, (daughter of 
Henry Ellict), their little son John, and two Elliots, brothers to the wife, landed at 
Wilirington, N.C. Aug.18, 1751; that Elliot R-d was born at Wilmington 1753; that in 
1793 the family moved to Tenn." This reply was signed Archibald L.Rutherford, Tenne 
The paper does not give the addresses of persons answering queries. George R-d of 
Fairnington is on the chart and his brother David. While this reply seems to connect 
my family with the chart I am not satisfied with it. This year I began another at- 
tempt to stir up some Rutherfords in east Tenn. In 1907 J.W.Tipton told me there were 
none of the name in east Tenn. So far as he knew, else I might have come by there on 
my return from Washington, D.C. last summer. J have full record of all who came to 
California, and much about those in Ark. One went to Texas, and some of his desendents 
are there powe 

A volume which weighs above five pounds has been written on the old 
Seottish clan of the names It is a grand work. A peculiar circumstance led to the pro- 
duetion of the volume but strangely it did not serve its purpose. The first Lord 
Rutherford was created Earl of Teviot about 1661. The third Lord Rutherford died about 
1685 but his death could not be proved and the title has lain formant. Some years ago 
Thomas Cockburn-Hood as a descendant of the family of the Lerds Rutherford undertook 
to show his claim to the title ete. He began to investigate old records and the volume 
resulted. It has since been enlarged and revised. Hood proved not to be the ‘best 
claimant for the present Farl of Iddesleigh stood nearer him. Mr. Rutherford who lives 
at Cavendish Square London is of the family where the claim is, but the true claimant 
lives in South Africa at Natal. But the pstriarchial head of the clan was not the Lord 
simply Rutherford of that ilk. Henry Rutherford of that ilk, now of Fairnington(by 
purchase) once showed me an old charter in which the name was spelled in three ways:- 
Rutherfoord, Rutherfurd, Rutherford. The last is most common and I should say correct 
from the derivation of the name; yet the others conform to the peculiar Scots pronun- 
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Many beautiful stories have heen brought ont to exjlain the origin of 
the name. We have it how Ruther, an ancient king of the Scots, was conducted across 
the Tweed by a man whom he afterward bestowed some lands there. His guide took the 
name Rdtherford. Again, an invading English army coming to the south bank of the 
Tweed, were whipped by a handful of Scots who made them "rue their ford" and these men 
took the names. Another, that rother was a Saxon work meaning cattle, and as cattle 
crossed the River Tweed at this point it became known as ruther ford and the laird of 
the lands, as was customary, took the name of the lands he controlled. However, the one 
which to me seems the most plausible was related by the gifted and good Henry Rutherford, 
Esq-, now head of the clan, as we were standing on the Tweed's bank at the identical spot. 
He said ruther was a Saxon work meaning red, and as there was a ford at that place the 
name naturally means red ford. The bank on the north is red. 

English and scots differ slightly in pronouncing the name but the u is as 
un mud. The English have the th as in lath, the Scots as in bathe. I will enclose a copy 
of the Rutherford crest which I had put on my cards while in the "old country". Others 
have been adopted by different families of the name but this is the original and of the 
first who bore arms. 

The volume I refer to may be had from J. & Je He Rutherfurd, Kelso, 
Scotland for 4b 4/.;4 pounds & 4 shillings, some $20.00-rather expensive but not a 
poor book at all. The chart may be had for 5 shillings. I have often been in 
Rutherfurd's book shop at Kelso. The chart is full of informa*ion, but not so interest- 
ing unless you can see some of your near family on it. 

I must not lead you to think for a moment that my trip over there was 
to set up a claim to the vacant peerage. Scott's "Bride of Lammermoor" is a true story 
(for the most part) of the last Lord. Scott was descended from near him and the London 
Rutherford is related to Scott. 

. lAvingston Rutherfurd of New York has written a volume on his family 
and it is nearly all of old letters among them. It is held at $12.00 but does not in 
any way refer to the Carolina family. 

One who cut a figure in your state about 1780 was Griffith Rutherford 
and I believe it is his name given to the cojnties in N.C. and in Tennessee. I found 
some of his descendants in middle Tennessee. A true Rutherford should be dark and 
swarthy. I am no exception. The name is a good asset to a traveler in Britain and I 
have been more than once asked if born in America. 

IT must thank you for what you have told me and I hope to hear from 
you again soone Any further information, I will be pleased to give. 

You will see that my search has become one for proof of the answer 
in the Scotsman or proof otherwise. Again I have hoped when I got sufficiently wealthy 
to get out a volume on the Carolina and Tenn. family. I will be glad if we can find a 
connecting link between us and am glad you are interested in the matter.

Dear Sir: 

I am well pleased with the contents of your letter even if it 
did not give as much information as you would have been glad to impart, 
Now there is a J.R.Rutherford living at Baileyton, near Greeneville, 
who favored me with a letter about the time you wrote first. I did not 
mention either of your names to the other by reason of ethics. Concern- 
ing his family he says: 
"My grandfather, if I am not mistaken, was named Elliot, also one of my 
uncles. My father's name was John, killed in the civil war when I was 
young..eam 53 years of ages. My father was reared in the lower part of 
the county. I have heard my mother speak of some Rutherfords the names 
of whom you mentioned. I understood some of them went to some other 
state. Elliot Rutherford owned my grandfather's house. He is dead but 
his wife is living. It may be they have a family record." 

You will see from this that an Elliot Rutherford lived at a 
comparatively recent date and probably his father was of the same name. 
I have had no letter from this Mr. Rutherford since my reply to his. You 
ought to be able to find if he is of your family. Since he mentions an 
Elliot, and you have heard of Ruth Hayes and Ann Tipton both common to 
my family, it seems as a circle grows out of it. This Ruth Hayes must have 
been born about 1760. And the Ann Tipton was born in 1800, moved to Arke in 
1830. Another Ann Tipton lived at a later date, and on inquiring of the 
first from J.W.Tipton, Elizabethton, he thought it an attempt to locate an 
estate. Indirectly from an aunt of mine I understand that there had been 
marriages between our family there and a family by the name of Gasse Her 
husband was of that name. This might aid you.

He and I cycled some together in Scotland and he related a mishap he recently met. 
There seems to be nothing further to add at this time. I note my other letter was 
of some length. Britons uncover to their superiors. There are two men in that 
Jand I would thus honor:- Henry Rutherfurd and the Kinge I met the lady who wrote 
the letter on the enclosed pamphlet at her beautiful home in Surrey, England. I 
saw the miniature of Scott's mother.

Dear Sir: 

Since my return to Truckee I have taken up the matter of the Rutherfords 
again. I can not say that much new material has come into my hands in the meantime 
except a letter I have from my uncle in Arkansas has added a few names to the 
number of the older members of the family. I have not at hand a copy of the 
letter I wrote you last June for we had a fire at Truckee a few weeks ago which 
caused me to move my worldly effects to another location, and the fact is they 
abe not all together yet. However, I managed to save nearly everything and 
everything of a nature that could not be replaced. We always have a few things, 
you know that do not come by purchase and can not be psplaced, as souvenirs, 
letters, heirlooms, etc. etc. Being unmarried it was my lot for the past four 
or six years to live in a hotel. With the complete burning of our hotel I was 
for a while without a home. I may add that it is my intention to abandon this 
insipid existence some day! 

As I said, my uncle added a few names to the list already collected. He 
says: I have always understood that my grandfather and grandmother came from 
Virginia to Tenn., but it may be that my grandmother was from Virginia and my 
grandfather from N.Ce They raised a large family in Greene County, east Tenn. 
8 boys and 4 girls, Benjamin, Elliot, Joseph, Samel, James, Robert, Willian, 
Archibald. Girls, Polly who married Moses Stout, Ruth who married Dick Neuger, 
Sarah who married Wm. Dodd(in Ark.) and Lowisa who never married. My father, 
(Robert) Samuel, James and Stout left Tenn. some time in May, 1830 , with their 
families, came by water to Van Buren, and from there to Cane Hill the 3rd day 
of June. Uncle Jack Rutherford came to Ark. in 1827 or 28, had a large family 
one of whom was Big John of White River, also Noell, Calvine The older members 
of the Rutherfords believed in the Royal command "Multiply and replenish the 
earth" but I do not know what the younger ones are doing.--Sept.e9, 1909------- 

I shall call his attention to the names Palace, Pleas, etc. that you 
mentioned. I am sure I have heard them and it must be that he knows something 
of them. He mentions also a John Rutherford, who was killed in the war and 
who was the son of an Elliot Rutherford. Now it seems to me this may be the 
father of the J. R. Rutherford who favored me with a letter last March, who 
lives at Baileytons 

Some time ago I made up a table showing a few R utherfords and their 
descendants, mostly in California . It is made up from the information then 
at hand. My uncle has added a number, which are not on there but if you are 
interested in matters of the sort this may contain some names that you have 
heard. It is not prepared after the British or accepted way of making up 
charts but is made to take advantage of room. By the numbering you will soon 
be able to tell the families in which the various persons belong. I claim 
invention for it. 

My brother, F. M. Rutherford, is in the east now and will be at the 
St.James Hotel, Washington, D.C. in a day or two after you receive this 
letter. I have instructed him to make some efforts at the census reports 
for 1800 and 1810, but he does not take hold of such matters readily. I do 
not know how he is to return but he had hoped to return through Tenn. and 
Memphis which would mean through Greeneville or Johnson City. He is just 
taking a run about the east to see it and will be gone some three weeks. I 
wish it was my good fortune to make a trip back to your country again in a 
few yearse I can not say how long it will be until I can do it again but it 
can not be made every summer. When there again I shall stop over in Tenn. and 
call on you. 

Don't fail to let me have any facts you mav get from time to time.

Archibald H. Rutherford was the son ot Archibald Rutherford and Margaret 
Massis Parrish (daughter of Booker Parrish and Constance Massie Parrish 

of Goochland County, Virginia) and the grandson of William Rutherford who 
was born in Edgerston, Scotland and came to America about 176. He landed 
in Pennsylvania and with his brother Thomas migrated to Virginia in 177 
and settled in Goochland Co. Va. where he died about 1801. 


William Rutherford married Ursula Parrish, daughter of Humphrey and Mary 
Parrish and had nine children. (George W. Rutherford, a son , moved to

They had 11 children, several of whom left Tennessee and 
migrated to Arkansas and Texas. Among the children were Archibald Hanilton 
Rutherford ~ born Nov. 11, 1811 - died Dec. 8, 1888 - Grant Co. Ark. - buried 
at Antioch, Ark. ~ and his brother Samuel Morton Rutherford who came to 
Arkansas. Samuel served in the war of 1812 under General Jackson at the 
Battle of New Orleans; in 1817 he came to Arkansas Post. He was prominently 
identified with the history of Arkansas, living most of the time at Fort 
Smith until his death April 1, 1867. 


On Dec. 15, 1830, Archibald H. Rutherford set out on horseback fran Goose- 
creek, Tennessee to join his brother, Sanuel, at Arkansas Post. He arrived 
there Feb. Ly, 1831 and lived there until Nov. 5, 1831 when he went to 
Clark County, Arkansas where he lived 9 years.. In 1833 he was elected 
Clerk of Supreme Court. In 1833 he was appointed by Governor W. S. 

Fulton as Colonel Commandant of Clark Coe Regiment of the Arkansas Militia.

The idea of slacing e more permanent memorial over the 
tombs of Thomas Rutherford end his fenily, in Paxton Churchyard, 
4s not 2 new one; but no steps in that direction were ever ta4en 
until one aay in the month of July, 1897, when severel members 
of the femily, who were attending a Sunday-school gathering 
in the edjoining grove, happened to meet on the spot.

{nto with the Smith Granite Company, of Rhode island, for its 
erection, under the following specifications; A foundation of 
limestone, laid in Portland cement, beginning 6 feet below the 
surface of the ground, upon which shall rest a base and die 
of Westerly Granite, the former to be ¢ feet 4 inches square 
and 20 inches nigh, and the latter 5 feet scuare end 5 feet high. 
The whole to be undressed, excepting four panels, 2 feet 2 inches 
by S feet, for the reception of inscriptions. The name "RUTHERFORD" 
in relief, across the lower rough surface on the west side of 
the die.

A COPY OF RUTHERFORD HISTORY 


Thomas V. Rutherford was born in Logan County, Kentucky, Dee. 
15, 1810, and was the second of eight children born to Stephen 
and Catherine (Hadley) Rutherford. The former, born in 1788 
was a native of Virginia and the latter of Pennsylvania. They 
were of English and German descent. 


Stephen Rutherford removed with his parents from Virginia to 
Logan County, Kentucky, when only a small boy, in the latter 
part of the last century. There he received his early education 
grew to manhood, married, and engaged in agricultural pursuits 
until his death September 3, 1825, being thirty-seven years of age . 
He was a veteran of the War of 1812, having served under General 
Harrison in his campaign against the Indians in the Northwest 
territory. His father, Archie Rutherford, was a veteran of the 
Revolutionary iar, serving under General Washington in that 
struggle and was present at the surrender of Cornwallis at 
Yorktown. 


Catherine, wife of Stephen Rutherford, departed this life in 
4ugeust 1875 in her eighty-second year. Her father, Samuel 
Hadley, was also a Revolutionary veteran, a captain in one of 
the Pennsylvania regiments, and participated in the battles 

of Germantown, Trenton and others and tas one of the patriots 
who passed the terrible winter of 1777 at Valley Forge. 

After his removal to Kentucky he was an officer in the State 
Militia for years. He was also Sheriff of Logan County for a 
number of years. He was one of the early pioneers of the County 
where he erected one of the first water-power mills. 


Thomas V. Rutherford was employed on the old homestead after 

his father's death until he attained his majority after which 

he bought wild land four miles south of Russellville and im- 

proved a farm upon which he remained some five years, when he 

sold out and again bought unimproved land twelve miles south- 

east of Russellville, now in Simpson County, where he improved 

the farm and resided until his death. He added to his farm from 
time to time until he was the owner of well improved farms amounting 
to 500 acres, a part of which he deeded to his children. 


He was married September 23, 1632 to Elizabeth 4. fiilliams also 
a native of Logan County, Kentucky, born in 1814. She was the 
daughter of John and Malinda Smith Williams. To this union was 
born one son and two daughters, Fr neis A., wife of Henson C.

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ARKANSAS RUTHERFORD 


ARCHIBALD RUTHERFORD, son of WILLIAM 0. & USULA PARISH RUTHERFORD, of 
Goochland Co. Va. married his COUSIN, MARGARET MASSIE PARISH, in the afore- 
said State and County. Later they moved to Smith County, Tenn. They had 
ten children, four boys and six girls. The boys were Smauel Morton; wWm., 
Archibald II; and George. The girls were Susan Harris, Polly, Jane, Huldsah, 
Margaret, & Elizabeth. 

Two of the boys, vix: Samel Morton Rutherford & Archiblad II moved to 
ARKANSAS in 1831. Samuel Morton Rutherford settled at Fort Smith and 
Archilbad at Little Rock, Ark. both were prominently identified with the 
early development and progress of the State and held a number of responsi- 
ble state offices and positions of trust. They have numerous descendants 
in ARKANSAS, OKLAHOMA, AND TEXAS. Many of them have been quite prominent 
in politics, business, professional and social lines. 

GEORGE, son of Archiblad & Margaret Massie Rutherford, moved to TEXAS at 

an early date, and is said to have died in TOBERSON COUNTY BEFORE THE CIVIL 
AR. Have no record of his famiby. 


WILLIAM BOOKER RUTHERFORD, another son of Archiblad & Margaret Messie Ruther- 
ford, was a prominent citizen of EILLIS COUNTY, TEXAS. died 1894, age 91 
years. A prominent daughter of that line at the present time is Mrs. E. E. 
Wall, Sayre, Okla. 
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Another very important member of the RUTHERRDRD FAMILY, to come to America 
was General Griffith Rutherford. His parent& left Scotland with America as 
their destinations both died on the voyage, leaving little Griffith either 
in the care of relatiyes or strangers, which is not definitely known. He 
soon displayed unusual intellect and natural ability as a leader. The follow- 
ing excerpts from an article in the Fort Worth, (Tqxas) Star Telegram of 
October 21, 1921 give some high lights in this mans life: 
"JAM&S RUTHERFORD, a son of R.C. Rutherford, of 1910 Alston Ave., has a docu- 
ment signed by George Washington, in 1794. The document reads as follows: 
"I, George Washington, President of the United States, to all who shall 
see these presents, Greetings: Know ye that in pursuance of an Act entitled 
an Act for the Govt. of the United States South of the River Ohio, and of 
the ordinance of the goverrment of the Territory of the United States North 
West of the River Ohio, and reposes special trust and confidence in the 
integrity and ability of Griffith Rutherford, I do appoint him a member of 
the legislative council for the Govt. of the territory of the United States 
south of the River Ohio, to have and to hold said office according to law." 
Griffith Rutherford, is the great great great grandfather of JAMES GRIFFITH 
RUTHERFORD, Was at one time a member of the legislature of North Carolina. 
Rutherford County was named for him and RUTHERFORD, TEXAS, was named for 
J-R. Rutherford. 
Griffith Rutherford, first lived near Salisbury, No. Carolina. He held a 
number of positions of trust. He was a Colonel in the Militia in 1770; 
Brigadier General in 1776. He was State Senator from 1777 to 1780 and from 
1782 to 1786. 
CG. Re Rutherford, is a second cousin to SUSAN B. ANTHONY, famous champion 
of Woments Rights. 
HENRY RUTHERFORD, son of Gen. Griffith Rutherford, made the first survey in 
WestTenn. in 1785. He survey 13,000 actes for himself. 6,000 acres for his 
father and 5,000 acres for his brother John. He established KEY'S CORNER 
on the bank of FORKED DEER RIVER near the line of DYER & LAUDERDALE COUNTIES. 
A bronze makrer has been placed there in late years by the citizens of the two 


counties. 
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ARKANSAS RUTHERFORD 


SAMUGL RUTHERFORD, whose writings are used es Classics in some of our 
Colleges, at the prest time, was an eminent Scottish Divine, of the Pres by- 
terian Faith, completed his education in the Umiversity of Edinburgh in 

1621, turned to the study of Theology and became the Pastor of ANISWORTH. 
Late: he was appointed professor of divinity of St. Andrew's College and in 
additon became a colleague of the indelible impression that character stands 
out eminently above all other tributes. 

It was before the Edict of Nates, that Samuel Rutherford, who had taken up 

the cause of the Reformantion in such a masterly way that when his Execrations 
Divina Gratia appeared, he was brought before th high commissions of Edin- 
burgh charged with the noncompliance with the Act of the Episcopy and attack 
upon the Armenean tents and was aksed to subscribe to the oath that he vould 
retract, which he refused and asked for a trial which was granted. He being 

a finished scholar and well versed in law, did not employ a luwyer but made 
his own defense ina speech that lasted more than two hours in which he pleased 
guilty to every charge and boddly acknowledged all his writings and concluded 
his speech with these words: 


"YS, THESE ARE MY WRITINGS AND YOU HAVE HEARD MY SPOKEN WORD. NO, I HAVE 
NOTHING TO RETRACT BUT LET ME BE FXNYXNEEN CONVICTED BY THE TEACHING OF 
SCRIPTURES, OTHERWISE I CANNOT AND WILL NOT RETRACT. A COWARDLY CUR WILL 
NOT BETRAY HIS MASTER, SO HERE AM I AND HERE I TAKE MY STAND: I WILL OBEY 
THE DICTATES OF MY CONSCIENCE GR DIE IN THE ATTEMPT, SO HELP ME GoD." 





Some of his co-workers were cruelly treated and brutally punished even to 
being burned at the stake and doubtless he would have met with the same fate 
had it not been for the close friendship that existed between his family & that 
of King CHARLES II and CATHERINE III, who made intercession for his liberation. 
and won for him his freedom. He was buried in the Church Yard st St. Andrew's 
and his friends had the following inseription engraved on his tomb. 
Mk “Bhat tongue, what pen, what skill of meny 

Can famous Rutherford commend; 

His learning justly raised his fame, 

True greatness did adorn his name; 

He did converse with things above, 

And Was acquaint with IMMANUEL'S LOVE. 

With Merey and with judgement, 

My web of time He wove; 

And aye the dews of sorrow, 

Were lustered by His love; 

Ill Bless the hand that duided; 

I'll Satk Bless the heart that planned; 

When throned whare Glory dwelleth,

The following incident was taken from the notes of George McDonald, a well known 
Historian of BIRMINGHAM, ENGLAND. 


MARY ANNE ELIZABETH RUTHERFORD, accomplished daughter of Dr. JOHN RUTHERFORD, a 
Medical Professor in the University of Edinburg, Scotland, fell into a trance 

about the time she was blooming into young womanhood and remained so for several 
days. After her father had exhausted his Medical skill and failed to revive her, 
he summoned the most noted physicians of that age. After working diligently for some- 
time without results, she was given up as dead and was buried in the family cemetery 
Being the only child of wealthy parents, she received many costly gifts of fine 
jewelry and precious gems which were buried with her. 

The following night thieves exhumed her body té get the jewels. They first removed 
her pearl necklace, locket, and bracelets, then when they were attempting to take 
her rings they found her fingers swollen, so they got a knife and cut her finger 

so they fould get a ring and when they did so, she sercamed and raised up in her 
coffine The thieves in their great fright fled in great haste and those nearby 
hearing the screams hastened to the cemetery to ascertain what had happened and 
found her semi-conscious climbing out of the grave. While some took care of her, 
others rushed the news to her father who came and carried her home where she was 
fully recovered. Later she married WALTER SCOTT, GR. who himself traced his an- 
eestry back through the Rutherford family lines. They were the parents of Sir 
Walter Scott, who was g man of honor and distinction, a great writer of both prese 
and poetry whose name & a household word among literature lovers down to the pre- 
sent time. 

The foregoing story had been handed down from generation to generation and I have 
heard older members of the family say that back before the Civil War they used to 
hear the old family negores tell this story with a pathos characteristic of their 
race that gave it a great thrill and the finishing touch of a real Ghost Story 

that would almost make your hair stand upright on your heade

"THE RUTHERFURDS OF THAT IIK." 


Notice of Hood's volume, as issued by him, from the "SCOTSMAN" of October 22, 
1884: - 


Everyone who has the least taint of patriotic sentiment will agree 
with the anonymous editor of the sumptuous volume entitled "The Rutherfurds 
of That Ilk," when he says, in his modest preface, that "the Records of a 
family that has helped to make Scottish History, and has produced many dis- 
tinguished men, are worthy of preservation." The feeling of sympathy will 
be enhanced by those of cordial assent and of gratitude when he adds that 
"those who take an interest in Border story, although unconnected with the 
not very worldly wise - as regarded their own agegraridisement - but brave and 
loyal race of Rutherfurd, may consider the labour expended in this endeavor 
to trace the descent of the various families of the name not altogether un- 
serviceable." Certain it is that the labour of the author has been a labour 
not of service merely, but of love. This is testified in every page and line 
of this beautifpl volume. First, the pedigree of the Rutherfoords, from 
Hugo de Rodirforde(1215) to the fourth and last Lord Rutherfoord, who died 
in 1724, is given as it was set forth by Sir Robert Douglas of Glenbervie in 
1764. This is followed by an account of the family and its chief branches, 
beginning with Ruthirfurd of that ilk, and including the Ruthirfurds of 
Edgerston, Bowland, Fairnington, Hunthill, and Longnewton, and the Rutherfurds 
of Keidheuch, Capehope, Ladfield, Hundalee and Fernilee. Their connections 
with such noble houses as those of Buccleuch and Roxburghe are carefully 
traced, and there are interesting notices of the part members of the family 
took in Border warfare. We are told, for example, how "Stout Hunthill" was 
present at the raid of Red Swyre, "with his nine sons him about," and how 
the grandson of the Black Laird fought at Dunbar, Drone, and at Worcester, 
where he made the rebels "flee before his sword like swallow." We are also 
reminded that Mrs. Cockburn, the author of "The Flowers of the Forest," was 
a daughter of Robert Rutherfurd of Fernilee. Probably not the léast inter- 
esting fact noted in the comprehensive history is the connection of Sir 
Walter Scott with the family. His mother, Anne Rutherford, was descended 
from the house of Hundalee, as is shown in the elaborate genealogical chart 
attached to the volume. There is also an interesting reproduction of an 
old map of Teviotdale and Tweeddale showing the lands of the Rutherfords, 
from which it appears that they were spread over the whole of the sout-east 
of Scotland, and that their possessions were most numerous in the region between 
the Jed and the Kale. The volume is further adorned with copies of the coats 
of arms of all the main branches of the family, beautifully printed in colours 
and with fac-similes of charters, sasines, letters of tutory, and deeds of 
gift, executed with remarkable skill and beauty. Altogether, the book is as 
fine an example of a family history as has ever been produced.

The origin of our present enquiries was my brother desiring a book 
plate, and sending the family arms(as used by my grandfather, George Rutherford) 
for that purpose to the College of Arms in London. 

A reply came that the arms of the Rutherford family were not registered 
in England, but in the Lyon Office, Edinburgh. The arms were sent to the Lyon 
6ffice, and the reply came that the arms were correct, but the @rest different, 
no griffin being found as belonging to any Rutherfurd. I enclose a photo of these 
arms as used by use I am sorry it is such a bad print, but the better one is 
being used in the matter of the book plate. 

We are inclined to think ourselves that the griffin and motto must 
have been our grandmother's(who was an Elliott, and connected with the Sargeaunt 
and Clifford families), as the motto is the Clifford motto. But my father ac- 
cepted the arms as they are here represented, and no question was raised about 
them until(on a visit to Abbotsford in 1893) my brother and I noticed that the 
Rutherfurd shield in the hall had no griffin. My father died in 1889, so there 
was no one to whom we could refer as having knowledge of the matter. It was in 
1896 Mr. Laidlaw(custodier of Jedburgh Abbey) gave us your address, and I wish 
we had been able then to visit Kelso, or on any of our subsequent visits; but 
our time in Scotland is generally rather limited. Our last visit was in October 
of last year. 

We have no immediate relations of our own name in England. Our great- 
grandfather, George Rutherford, was a commander tn the East India Company's 
service, and married Susannah Andrew, with whom he left Scotland, either just 
before the birth of our grandfather, or when our grandfather was quite an infant, 
for the latter was baptised in the Parish Church of St. John at Hackney, near 
Londone 

I know they were descendants of Dr.John Rutherford, whose picture 
remained in my grandmother's house within our recollection, but was sent at her 
death, to my grandfather's eldest son, George Rutherford (C.M.G.), of Durban, 
Natal. We have now a miniature of Sir Walter Scott's mother (Anne Rutherford, 
daughter of Dr.John), and I know my father often told how our grandfather re- 
lated a story of how Sir W.Scott visited him one in London, and told him the 
exact degree of relationship. Unfortunately, none of my grandfather's children 
interested themselves much in such things, so that we have to take up the thread 
in a very broken condition. 

My grandfather chose the law as his profession, which profession my 
father followed, and also my brother(the latter taking honour law degree at 
Oxford in 1291). But my grandfather had an only brother, Zohn Rutherford, who 
followed his father's profession, and disappeared very mysteriously in the 
course of a long voyage. This happened when my father was an infant. 

If you can make any use of the above details you are quite at 
liberty to do soe Thank you very much for the sheets you sent. We found them 
very interesting, and were especially glad to notice that the Rutherfords had 
supported the Stuart cause. 

My mother, brother and sister goin me in thanking you for all the 
information, and in hoping you will be able to complete the work to which you 
have given so much time and trouble.- Ane believe me to remain, very sincerely 
yours, Emily Mary Rutherford.

I trust you will pardon my delay in an- 
swering your kind letter of 4une 6th but the fact is that I 
have been unusually busy,especially since the gemtleman with 
whom + work is away most of this month and I have had to take 
care of his business. 

' Since you have sent me $10 with which to 
continue the search, I will say that for this amount,I shall 
put in between six and seven hours time and see what I can 
find.

Your previous letter gives me the impression that you are not sure 
whether Newton Re, son of Gen. Griffith R. is your ancestor or note 

Is that the case? I recently examined the genealogy to which you 
referred and found the data as you gave it in your letter. I judge 
you do not think the author has John Adama R. in mind but rather a 
John Alfred Re, at least you refer to your great grandfather as "John 
Adama Rutherford". But if the name "Newton't is a name carried dow in 
your branch of the R. family, it would seem that your line does go back 
to the Newton, son of Gen. Griffith R.- One thing that makes it fairly 
difficult in this case is the fact that many of the early records of 
Tenne are missing. 


I found an abstract of the will of Gen. Griffith R. in which he mentions 
his wife, Elizabeth, 2 sons - John and Griffith W., Dau.

Parrish. You see they confused the two Archibalds in Washington - that 
is why I had such a hard two year time getting the line established. 


This Wm. Rutherford (Semkiemt) was a son of Sir Jno. Rutherford (Scotland) 
who had 19 children. Sir John's children are accepted in the Magna Charta 
Societies. It could be your Archibald is a descendant of Sir Jno. - 
perhaps mine - Chances your any my Archibalds are closely related. 

Sir Jno. had a son Griffith, a Thomas, a Robert, Walter & Larkin. He 

had more sons and perhaps he had an Archibald. I wish I could see Mrs. 
Wall's Magna Charta line - she would not let me have it, but wanted any 
information that I might have on my Archibald. Maybe we can finally 

find the relationship of the three Archibalds. It may be Mrs. Wall 

will give you the names of all her Wn. Rutherford's children and all 

of his son Archibald's children. 


I gave the Magna Charta Dame Society all the information I had on my 
Archibald in order that my two western (distant) cousins might join. 
This organization is much better in giving information than the D-A.R. 
I recently joined through the Fairfaxes; my great, great, great, great 
grandmother was Harriet Fairfax (sister of Wm. Fairfax of Belvoir) who 
married Sir Francis Warder. Have you seen Livingston Rutherford's book 
on "The Rutherfords or the Walker Family of Virginia" published in 1902 
which they say has Rutherford data.

Some years ago the late Beverly Munford, Jr.wrote 
a charming book entitled "Richmond Homes and Memories" in which he des- 
cribed many of the old Virginia families and the Rutherfoord name is 
frequently mentioen. 

My grandfather was Samuel Rutherfoord and he 
was the grandson of the Thomas Rutherfoord who put the two "ots" in 
his name.All of the Rutherfoord Clan were devout Presbyterians for 
generations and my grandfather Samuel Rutherfoord had seven daughters 
and one son-Thomas.

surely your letter of Oct. 23, 45 to I"iss Genevien Yost at Topeka, Kansas landed 
on a merry-go-round for it was forwarded to her in Shellina, ‘ioe, her home town. 
It was forvarded to her as iirs. George T. Schuls of Chapel Hill, N. C. 


She then returned it to me, her mother, because her notes are here and I am as 
wexik conversant with the subject as she is. 


I am sorry for the delay but after collecting my data I found your letter had a 
signature but no address whatsoever and she had failed to return the self- 
addressed envelope, so I had to write for thet, if she had not destroyed it 
altogether, so - 


It always gives me pleasure to pass on family data whereever possible and from 
the similarity of names it seems that we might stem from the same branch of the 
Rutherford family. 


However, I have nothing to verify this but am sending some data that may give you 
a clew as to counties of Va. in which to pursue your investigations. I think you 
are probably right in supposing that the Rutherfords may have come into Fenn. 
first and then on down into Virginia as in our case we find so many of our allied 
femilies did just that and settled in the Shenandoah Valley. 


It is a historical fact that Valentine Sevier II removed from the Shenandoah 
Valley of Vae and went to Tenn. talking his six sons and three daughters vith 
him and leaving one daughter in Vae 


His son, John Sevier, later became Governor of and almost stole the State of 
Tenn. in its entirety and somewhere I have read in my notes that the Rutherford 
komkhexs boys fought side by side with John Sevier thro the battle of King's 
Mountain (Tenn.) and thro the Tenn. campaign. ‘We know that our Robert Rutherford 
was in the battle of King's Mountain. 


John Sevier founded soodstock and New Market in Shenandoah Valley and our Rober#s 
Rutherford was a neighbor and married Mary Sevier, sister of John and that branch 
remained in Virginia tho there may have been other brothers who went into Tenn. 
with the Seviers. 


I am sending you an excerpt from a letter thich I received #rmmmx relative to the 
very early mention of Archibald and Robert Rutherford. I am confident that the 
Robert mentioned is our Robert Rutherford and first -uthentic ancestor. 


The Archibald Rutherford mentioned may have been father, or brother, to our 
Robert, as the seme names reappear in leter generations and may be the Rutherford 
branch from which you stcme 


You are fortunate in being so near the noted Peabody Library in Chicago with its 
vonderful genealogical library, I am told and surely you might find something 
there relative to the earlier history of the Rutherford family. 


Here's luck to you and may we together extend (backwards) the line of the 
rutherfords.

Pennsylvania Genealogies, Scotch-Irish and German, William 
Henry Egle, M. D., M. A.ey 1886, This has a chapter on my own 
line fron the immigrant Thomas from 1729 to 1855, I have notes 
on down to 1897, and on my Illinois line to 1953. Among these 
I find no name or date mentioned in your letter. 


Winchester Virginia and its Beginnings 1743-1814, Katherine 
Glass Greene, 1926... I:obtained a copy ($3.50) from Mr. W. W. 
Glass, Winchester, Va. He is the author's brother. This has a 
chapter on Rutherfords and many other notes scattered through 
the text; also much material on the Wood (Woods) family. It is 
my belief you may discover some leads in this book. On page 376 
is a mention of General Griffith Rutherford who died in 1804. 

On the seme page is an error: Captain John Rutherford, Penneyl- 
venia Militia with Rev. War service, was the son of the immigrant 
Thomas Zn Dr. Egle's book above. On page 375 is a reference to 
Mrs. Agatha A. Woodson, Edgefield, S. Car., a Rutherford genéaio- 
gist. The book deals with Colonial Virginia Rutherfords mainly. 


Family Records and Events, Livingston Rutherfurd, 1894. This 
deals with the immigrant Walter Rutherfurd and his descendants, 
what we might call the New York branch of our name. It is very in- 
teresting and is compiled from original sources. 


Rutherfurds of that Ilk and their Cadets, Cockburn-Hood, 1884, 
This is in the Newberry Library. It deals with Rutherfords from 
1140 to extinction of the name in Edgerston, Roxburgshire, Scotland, 
late in the 1890s. It has an interesting family tree; this is also 
found in Family Records anc Events above. 


My cousin, Mrs. Paul V. Rutherford, 1360 Lake Shore Drive, 
Chicago 10, has done much searching, but lzrgely among femilies 
who intermarried with Rutherfords. I doubt if she can help you. 
I really don't know how much work she has done on Rutherfords.

Pattern shown here would indicate a close connection with the Rutherfords 
in Tennessee and earlier in Virginia. James, age 68, was 55 when Archibald 
oldest child, was born in Alabama. Susan, his wife, was born in North 
Carolina. Obviously they got together somewhere on the way to Alabama, 
probably in Tennesses as that was the most likely immigrant route followed 
at that time. Perhaps we can find where they were married, about 1815. 

In this connection, Maria (daughter of my Archibald who died in Cocke 
County, Tennessee in 1814) was married about 1815 and evidently moved to 
Jackson County, Alabama about the same time, possibly to join James above, 
who was probably her uncle as he seems to have immigrated there two or 


three years earlier. 


Note: William Rutherford age 40 in 1350 would have been born in 1810 in 
Tennessee and married Sarah 28, who was born in 1822 in Alabama. Evidently 


they were married in Alabama where their first child, Julia, was born in 


1840, 


Is there any census records before 1840 in any of these communities? The 
children of William are repeated in the names of Jame's children. 
Summarizing, it would seem to the writer that the entire Rutherford clan 
apparently originated in and around Montgomery, Washington and Finlayson 
Counties in Virginia where reference to men of these names ere found in 
the"aAnnals of Southwest Virginia." They moved westward into Cocke County, 
Tenn. where some of them stayed and others continued on to Alabama and 
Tennessee, James Rutherford from Virginia would apparently not have stayed 
long enough in Tennessee or along the way to have married or had children 


as his first child was born in Alabama,

Dear Nirse Brown: 


I have not heard from you, since my letter to you of April 30th, so 
possibly you did not get it. 


In that letter, I instructed you to spend two days on searching for the 
antecedents of Archibald Rutherford. I neglected, however, to send you 
a check, which I am enclosing in this letter. 


I think that in the beginning, it would be well for you to confine your 
efforts to searching out the Archibald Rutherford referred to in Annals 
of Southwest Virginia, page 771, dated May, 1782, which says that John 
Futherford and Archibald Rutherford both received six shillingsfor pay 
in the Battle of Reedy Fork. This is the only place that I can find any 
reference to an Archibald Rutherford, who seens to fit my conditions. 


The records of the above publication, which I believe, was written by 
your Father, show many references to John Rutherford, who may have been 
a brother of Archibald, beginning with page 895, Feb. 5, 1774, 

"John Rutherford had 118 acres of land on a branch of Cripple Creek, 
New hiver. 


All of these references, while in some cases ostensibly from other 
counties, actuaily when checked with names of the local land marks such 
as rivers, are proven to be in Montgomery County, This confusion is due 
to the fact, that the earlier counties were broken up from time to time, 
into smaller ones. 


another reference, page 722, John R.,"Appointed appraiser by the court 
in 1779." Then follows the reference referred to above to John and 
Archibald; also on page 1405 in the list of Revolutionary soldiers of 
Eontgomery County, Jonn is listed and again on page 907, John R., was 
married to Sarah Moss in 1794. Again John was appointed constable in 
1796, see page 865. 


From all these references, I would assume that there were at least 

two members of the family in Montsomer; County throughout these years, -and 
that the 4rcnibald whom I am interested in, probably immigrated to 
Tennessee, as my Great Grandfather, John A. hutherford, is listed as 
n&ving been born in Tennessee, and we find him there several years later, 
as I have told you in previous correspondence. I note a number of 
references, still from the same book, to men of the same name in 
Botecourt County, but do not think that they refer to the same men, 

as the dates are not right. There are also numerous references to others 
from areas which vere then in Fincastle County by men of the same surname 
from areas which are now in ontgomaéry County. See pages 628,525,623.

There are also a number of references to a William and a Julius

120 bushels of corn. This Kincannon is referred to on page 665, as 

having taken up lands in what was then Fincastle County and now “'ashington 
County. I spent considerable time in trying to trace this man down on 
the theory that he was the proper one, and I am attaching 2 summary sheet 
of his record, which seems to indicate plainly, that he is not the man 
that I am looking for, as we can forget him but return the sumrary sheet 
to me. 


I also find numerous references to William “utherford, which indicates 
that the family apparently settled in Montgomery County about 1778 or 
earlier.

I know just how you felt when you ran across the matter 
contained in your letter of May 10th. However, we both 
are disappointed because a book written by Mra. Lang 
entitled 


The Griffith Rutherford and Adame Families 


gave a great deal of information about that family. 

There are errors, of course,because of her assemption that 

a son or grandson of the General moved to Texas to Lauderdale 
County and became Chief Justice of that County. A son did 
nove, but "John Adams" was the Judge. The other one 

was James Albert, so you can see how the mistake could occur. 


My Great Grandfather knew of this other family in the county 
but made no reference to the fact that they might be related 
so I assume that he did not know of it or did not choose 

to mention ite However, there is a striking similarity 

4n the names of some of the sons of the General. 


In reading the history of the General it sta‘es he was brought 
to America by his parents who died on the voyage and he was 
sent to relatives of the same name in New Jersey, who raised 
hime I checked on this angle and found there were Rutherfords 
of names similar to ours in Salen County, New Jersey, across 
the river from Philadelphia, a location which you know was 
much favored by the emigrating Scotch-Irish families. 

I am of the opinion that these Rutherfords reised the 

General. and we gre descendants of those Rutherfords who later 
enigrated into Virginie and then Tennessee. 


John Adams in the census of 1880 stated he was born in 1799 

4n Eastern Tennessee and that his father end mother were 

both born in Virginia. I do not know the name definitely 

of his father, although a family history begun by my aunt 

in 1897, only 10 years after the Judge's death, gave it as 
Archibald, but she did not give the name of Archibald's wife, 
which of course is very bad, as there were a number of Archibald 
Rutherfords in Virginia at that time.

Archibald's only daughter so far as we know was named Maria, 
being born in 1802. The Judge was born in 1799. He states 
that his father died in 1814 and his mother about ten years 
later. The puzzle here would be how a couple who had any 
children at all would have only two. One explanation, 

I presume would be that they were both old at the time 

they were married , which would mean possibly a previous 
marriage for either or both. 


Archibald's wife, according to family legends is reported 
to have stated that her husband's brothers did not treat 
her right, which probably meant that they did not give 
her as much support as she thought she should have from 
them. There were other brothers, probably Wiliiem and 
Archibald, because Maria married a T. J. foodseuwe 

and moved to Scotteborough, Alabama, in a vicinity 

where there were many other Rutherfords, including 
Archibald, probasly a part of the seme clan. 


The Judge, in 1870, mentioned that cousin William was 
there in Texas from Koane County, Tennessee, and I find 
another group of Rutherfords in that location with names 
similar to those of the Judge and his sons, undoubtedly 
another branch. 


I would be very delighted to show some connection 

with General Griffiths, but I have given up hopes of ever 
finding it, unless we run across something accidentally 
in the personal records of some member of the family,or 
perhaps in some obscure public records that we have not 
as yet s.archede

Since Joseph Griffith Rutherford, in #88 entered the deaths of Martha and William 
Wilson ( Mrs. Woodson puts a "7" after Martha Wilson and says "I wonder if Martha 
instead of Susannah, but I have always heard of her as Susannah.") and of Agatha 
Boulware, this seems to indicate to me that James Rutherford #92 was a brother of 
Agatha Rutherford Boulware and of Col. Robert Rutherford and Mrs. Wilson »-ANDREAe. 


Mrs» Agatha Abney Woodson, The Pines, Edgefield S.C. is still alive and is past 

90 yearse Her memory is not good at present for she is in feeble healthe I know 
her very pleasantly. She is one of the charming women of the "By gone days of the 
South." Happily while her memory is not good, she does retain a keen memory of the 
past much better than she does of later years, Mrs. Wefell, it might pay you to 
write her a short note and enclose a self addressed return envelope and ask her 
the simple question, "Do you recall Robert Rutherford, the son of Major James 
Rutherford? which Mary Miller, did Robert marry.?"

Col. Robert Rutherford, #57, was five feet, eight inches high and was # remarkable 
for his ponderous heavy gray eyebrows. He was a member of the S.C. Legislature 
and also represented S.C. in the U.S. Congresse He had a heart of gold and as 
day melting to charity which he never withheld from any except a drunkard or lazy 
fellow "Work Sonny" was his favorite mottoe.e. His eldest son was John Rutherford 
who was a gallant soldier in the Revolution from N.C. and took part in the Battle 
of Eutaw Springs, He is the ancestor of Miss Mildred Rutherford, our great Histor- 
ian, John Rutherford, in the S.C. Militia became a Lt. Col. after the Reve and 
before he removed to Georgia. Miss Mildred Rutherford, sent to me the above 
description of Col. Robert Rutherford, father of Lte Cole John Rutherford. (Iwish 
Miss Mildred had mentioned the wife of this John Rutherford ... LeA.)

THOMAS RUTHERFORD (in #2) in 1764 was a vestryman in the 
Episcopal Church in Winchester, Va... . He was High Sheriff of 
Frederick County, Vae 1743-44.++eThomas Rutherford and his brother, 
Robert Rutherford were both trustees of Bath and Berkeley Springs, Vae

The first Thomas Rutherford in #2 was a Tory at first.. He was 
a Justice of the Peace unier the Crown in 1765..In 1777 he seems to have 
ceased to be active as a Tory and to have sided with the Colonies. "I 
have his Gath of Allegidnceehe took before a Colonial Justice. I also 
have several other papers of this Thomas Rutherford and all are written 
on parchment and were given to me by my father when I was quite young" 
quote fron Mrs. Asquith. 


THOMAS RUTHERFORD #& came to Richmond Virginia cirea 1775 and 
at once entered into all the business enterprises which eventually made 
Richmond so +rosperous. 


Other Rutherfords, and perhaps brothers or cousins of Thomas, 
John and Robert in #2, also came early to the Provinces of New York 
and Virginia and some of these went on into North Carolina. 





Cole James Wood who married Mary Rutherford came to Virginia 
with Gove Spotawood, as his aide-~de-camp ani with him was James Stanhope, 
a descenient of Charles Stanhope, Earl of Hereford, who married the 
worierful Hester PAtt" .oeeeenm of Asquith data. 
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
